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GRACEFUL BODIES, 
INCREASED POWER 
IS NEW STANDARD 


By AUSTIN M. WOLFE 

Automotive Consulting Engineer 
EW YORK, Jan. 9.—The 
most apparent progress 
since the last show has been 
body design. One must 
readily concede that the pro- 
duction body of today sur- 
passes by far the custom-built 
body of only a few years ago 
in grace of line, the co-ordi- 
nation of chassis design and 
accessories therewith, in color 

and interior appointments. 
Increased power, speed and ac- 
celerating ability raise car-per- 
formances to a new high standard. 
This also necessitates greater decel- 
erating ability to cope with the re- 
sultant traffic conditions and hence 
the universal adoption of four-wheel 

brakes 


It might be well to mention 
that all cars now use the standard 
gear shift. The greatest revamp- 
ing of chassis design lies in the 
low-price class where the keen 
competition existent has forced 
makers to refinements associated 
heretofore only with the higher 
priced field. 

Low appearance, balanced body 
design, harmonious exterior color- 
ing and comfortable seating are to 
be found in the new bodies. Low- 
hung bodies result from the com- 
bination of double-dropped frames, 
negative cambered front springs, 
and small tire diameters. Crowned 
roofs and dropping the roof at the 
rear corner also suggest lowness. 
“Cheat lines” are employed to carry 
the eye along extended - horizontal 
lines to increase the apparent 
length. A broad sill molding in 
contrasting color, moldings and re- 
veals around the windows to tie 
them in a long shallow group and 
the color, shape and location of 
belts carry out this effect. 

Adjustable front seats, arm 
rests for the rear seats, adjusta- 
ble foot rests or the substitution 
of hassocks, and form-fitting seats 
with saddle-spring cushions as- 
sure comfort. The interior trim, 
while harmonizing with the ex- 
terior colors, contrast among 
themselves in that the wall cover- 
ing, ceiling and carpets differ 
from the seats. The cadet-cap 
visor is very popular, also for- 
ward folding windshields in open 
cars. 

Fenders have more sweeping 
lines, with a distinct bead along the 
edge. Horizontal louvres are the 
Most popular. s Narrow and high 
radiators predominate, depth often 
being obtained by a false bottom 
around the starting crank cap. 
Filler caps are set closer to the 
radiator sheil, with lines blending 
into the hood hinge. Head-lamp 
mounting by the use of individual 
nickeled stanchions, with a mono- 
grammed tie-rod between, is re- 
placing the fender mounting. Cowil- 
lights are supported from a wide 
nickeled band around the front of 
spare tires are 
sides, in fender 


the cowl More 
mounted at the 
wells. 

Chromium plating is one feature 
of the year’s developments, being 
used ornamentally on radiator 
shells and caps, hood latches and 
hinges, lamps, open-ar  wind- 
shield arms, door handles and 
bumpers. To resist wear as well 

‘ as corrosion, it is used on piston 
and steering knuckle pins and 
water pump shafts. One maker 
uses cadmium plating to rust- 
proof the brake parts. 

Eight-cylinder engines are gain- 
ing. High compression ratios with 
resultant increased power are made 
possible by the present wide dis- 
tribution of anti-knock fuels where- 
in ratios of 6—1 are possible, or by 
special combustion chamber design 
in which any available gasoline can 
be used, with 5—1i ratios. Engine 
bores have been increased slightly. 
Aluminum pistons, especially with 
the invar strut, and forged alumi- 
num alloy connecting rods have 
made considerable gain. A greater

Cold weather and piston anti- 
scoring expedients are found in 
direct cylinder wall lubrication 
when the starter button is de- 
pressed or the choke pulled out. 
Oil filters, crank case ventilation, 
the oil rectifier and carburetor air . 
cleaners assure the removal of 
foreign matter, dilution and water 
condensation. The unit fan and 
water pump construction is in- 
creasing, as well as thermostatic 
water circulation control. 

Greater crank shaft rigidity re- 
sults. from increased diameter and 
number of main bearings. Balance 
weights and lighter reciprocating 
parts decrease bearing loads. Tor- 
sional vibration dampers and bal- 
ancers minimize the effect of the 
shaft pericd. Crank cases are more 
rigid, split well below center. Rub- 
ber mountings insulate the frame 
from engine vibration. 

The down-draft type of intake 
manifold is increasing. Larger sized 
carburetors are used and a ther- 
mostatically controlled accelerating 
well is the latest refinement. Du- 
plex carburetors, with one branch 
feeding the center four cylinders, 
have materially aided eight cylin- 
der in-line distribution. Hot spots 
are more efficient, with dash con- 
trol. Gasoline strainers, usually of 
the glass bowl type, are more effec- 
tive and are accessibly located. 

A rubberized disk, or spring drive, 
incorporated in the clutch-driven 
member, assures a cushioned drive.

diameters. Several forms of four- 
speed internal-gear transmissions 
have appeared, giving quiet oper- 
ation on the two top speeds and in- 
creased fuel economy. Transinission 
noises have been studied, and sev- 
eral makers are using a different 
case material than heretofore. Pro- 
peller shafts rolled from sheet steel 
and welded give a more nearly con- 
stant wall thickness, thereby reduc- 
ing the whipping tendency. The 
torque-tube school of design has 
gained adherents. 

e semi- and three-quarter 
floating rear axles are most pop- 
ular. Increased tread over the 
standard has allowed wider rear 
seats, the distance between the 
whee! housings being the control- 
ling dimension. Internal brakes 
predominate. Hydraulic systems 
have been improved: by combining 
the actuating cylinder with the 
supply tank, automatic compensa - 
tion being made for any expansion 
or contraction of the liquid due to 
temperature changes or leakage. 
Vacuum operated brakes are more 
sensitive, and absolute equaliza- 
tion for four-wheel-brake cars 
has been developed. 
Interchangeable wood, disk and 

wire wheels on the same hub equip- 
ment is a new feature. As a shim- 
my preventive, wheels are  bal- 
anced before and after mounting 
tires, and to further combat it, a 
reinforcement is used in the front 
end of the frame side rails. Frames 
with tubular cross members are 
popular. 

Higher steering gear ratios are 
used and adjustable steering ccol- 
umns end front seats make driv- 
ing comfort certain. Accessories are 
built with special reference to their 
appearance when incorporated with 
particular car designs Bumpers, 
for instance, blend with the gen- 
eral body lines and are ornamented 
with the prevailing color. Grouped 
instrument panels, indirectly light- 
ed, strike a new note in being fin- 
ished in .etched bronze, hammered 
silver, engine-turned metal or satin 
finished nickel.

CADILLAC SHOWS 


NEW BODY JOBS 


New York, Jan. $.—The Cadil- 
lac Moter Car Company’s display 
at the National Automobile Show 
is attracting considerable atten- 
tion, both to Cadillac and La 
Salle cars, bodies being in many 
cases of new appearance, though 
engineering features are not 
being changed at this time. 

One of the most fascinating ex- 
hibits by this company, and for 
that matter at the Grand Central 
is a Cadillac transformable 
cabriolet designed’ by Fleetwood, 
black contrasting 
with silver-finished aluminum used 
for hood, belt, win dow frames, sills 
and reveals. The two spare wire 
wheels are located in the fender 
wells. 

The chauffeur’s compartment is 
normally roofless, but an extension 
to the car roof is readily attached, 
its flexible rear edge sliding into a 
track formed at the forward end 
of the town car stvle roof; the wind- 
shield is of Fleetwood type, divided 
into two separately framed sections 
which are individually movable and 


set at an obtuse angie against each 
other. 

_Interior refinements include 
broadcloth upholstery aderned 


with a needlepoint motif, folding 
arm rests, Ternstedt special hard- 
ware, assist cord, seat cushions, 
foot hassocks and a2 new candle- 
style corner light instead of the 
conventional dome type. 

A Cadillac chassis, jacked up and 
with housing partly _removed to 
demonstrate the working of the 
parts, which is operated by an elec- 
tric motor, forms another center of 
attraction at this exhibit. 

Prominent among the new La@ 
Salles is a five-passenger coupe in 
blue, with cream striping and black 
wire wheels, ‘cross-saddie- type 
molding at the cow) for carrying the 
cowl lights, and the line of the 
window frame flowing rearward 
into the belt encircling the body. 
Plush-finished upholstery, walnut 
door panels with an inlay of fleur 
de lys, and similarly decorated 
smoking ‘and vanity seis lend at- 
mosphere to the interior. 

Another LaSalle, the new family 
sedan for seven passengers, has the 
body finished in Larchmont blue, 
with dark blue belt and cream 
striping. Artillery wheels harmon- 
ize with the color scheme. Uphol- 
stery is of taupe- -colored broad~ 
cloth, which is aiso used in trim- 
ming door and ceiling, while the 
woodwork has mahogany finish.

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Big Year Ahead for Parts, Accessory Trade

ANALYZES STATUS 
OF THE INDUSTRY

HE parts and accessory 

industry has entered the 
hew year with confident ex- 
pectations of larger and bet- 
ter business. Though this 
section of the automotive 
trade made more progress in 
1927 than the passenger car 
division, from a volume 
standpoint, the indications 
point to more generally satis- 


factory conditions this year) 


and an increase in output and 
distribution. 


Special conditions helped the 
parts and accessory trade last 
year, while car production de- 
clined as a result of the long Ford 
Suspension. Several car and truck 
makers turned to the parts spe- 
cialists for units formerly made 
under their own roofs, and at the 
same time a number of large cus- 
tomers of the parts makers in- 
creased their production. These 
sources of additional patronage 
gave the original equipment man- 
ufacturer something like 7 per 
cent. more volume than he had 
in 1926. 

The past year also was exception- 
ally good for the replacement parts 
makers. They obtained business 
naturally as a result of gains in 
motor vehicle registrations not only 
in the United States but through- 
wll the world, and they profited 

also by an untésual amount of car 
reconditioning, rly in the 
low-priced field, while owners were 
delaying new car purchases until 
they had seen what Ford would 
offer. The year gave the replace- 
ment parts makers approximately 8 
per cent. more business than in 1926. 

The shop equipment manufactur- 
ers also had a big year. During the 
first six months following the sales 
promotion impetus of special ex- 
hibits in the national and regional 
shows, new records were set in dis- 
tribution of garage machinery and 
tools. In the late summer and early 
fall business fell off to some extent, 
no doubt, because the large number 
of Ford dealers were virtually out of 
the market. There was an upturn 
in November, however, and the shop 
equipment makers finished the year 
with a volume approximately 5 per 
cent. over 1926. 

There was a sharp decline last 
year in accessory sales through the 
trade. This was inevitable with 
new car sales at a Much lower level 
than they were in 1926, because the 
bulk of accessory items are sold with 
‘newly delivered cars. The accessory 
trade in 1927 lost about 15 per cent. 
of its previous year’s. volume. 

The parts and accessory in- 
‘dustry, generally speaking, went 
“into the new year in excellent 
condition, with low inventories, 
‘with financial resources well safe- 
guarded despite low profit mar- 
gins and with virtual certainty of 
steadily expanding demand under 
‘the impetus of increasing new car 
production. These manufacturers 
feel that the termination of the 
Ford uncertainty will release a 
great deal of deferred buying not 
only of cars, trucks, parts and ac- 
cessories, but also of shop equip- 
ment. They are confident that 
new car money will soon be flow- 
ing into the dealer establishments, 
with the result that funds will be 
available for purchases of many 
auxiliary products. 

Some of the parts and accessory 
manufacturers will gain, others will 
lose as a result of the present rapid 
trend toward complete equipment 
of the passenger car. Readjust- 
ments of some manufacturing and 
distributing plans will be neces- 
sitated by this movement. As a 
matter of fact, the accessory in- 
terests have been important factors 
im stimulating the present develop-

Accessory manufacturers, from 
crude beginnings in the very in- 
fancy of the automobile, have 

—_ motor transportation the 

self-starter, the shock absorber, 
the modern brakes of various 
types, the automatic windshield 
cleaner, the bumper, the rear sig- 
nal, the heater and many other 
devices which once were extras or 
luxuries, but which are now re- 
garded as essential parts of the 
car. 

A few years ago hammer, monkey 
wrench and screw driver were prin- 
cipal tools in the repairman’s kit, 
but today, thanks to the ingenuity 
of the shop equipment manufac- 
turers, service is performed even in 
the smaller shops with machinery 
which reduces time and costs and 
with tools which save the vehicle 
from wear and tear while insuring 
acurate results. Progress in the past 
five years in service machinery and 
methods has been nothing short of 
phenomenal. It has been due large- 
ly to the aggressive educational 
work of the shop equipment build- 
ers, supported by the car manuiac- 
turers, the national associations and 
the trade 

The current New York show, more 
than its predecessors, will visualize 
alike the operation and maintenance 
phases of motor transportation. Af- 
ter viewing the handiwork of the 
car designers and builders, show 
visitors will find a wealth of acces- 
sories which have helped to make 
the 1928 cars what they are and then 
will go to a section devoted wholly 
to the machinery and tools essential 
to long and satisfactory service. The 
shop equipment section is set up 
primarily for enlightenment of serv- 
ice station operators but will prove 
a revelation as well to the car and 
truck makers and the public and will 
show the progress which the indus- 
try has made toward the well- 
equipped shop.

NASH HAS BIG NEW 


Royal Coupe Striking 
Example of Latest 
In Design 


New York, Jan. 9.—The display 
of the Nash Motor Company at 
the National Automobile Show of 
necessity shows but a selection of 
the new line of twenty-five 
models, including seventeen in- 
closed jobs, built on three chassis 
with price range between $865 and 
$1,990 for standard equipment. 
The Nash line, as in former sea- 
sons, is divided into the Standard 
Six, $865 to $1,085; Special Six, 
$1,135 to $1,445, and Advanced Six, 
$1,340 to $1,990. 
But for minor refinements, these 
cars are continued without mechan- 
ical changes, featuring principally 
new style as expressed in body 
lines, color harmonies and appoint- 
ment. Bodies are finished with a 
deep luster, textile shades being 
used to create two-tone effects 
which utilize black, mauve, tur- 
quoise, taupe, green and many other 
colors. 


Form-fitting seats are univer- 
sally used in the Nash line now, 
and conspicuous and generous use 
is made of walnut both for panel 
work and on the knurled-rim 
steering wheels. 

One of the most striking exam- 
ples of new Nash design shown at 
the Palace is the Royal coupe built 
on Advanced Six chassis, done in 
ebony, with ivory-white molding, 
white being used also on cow! mold- 
ing, window reveals and on the six 
wire wheels. Nickel-plating is bright- 
ly finished in head lamps as well as 
on the cowl lights which are mount- 
ed on brackets carried by the mold- 
ing extended across the cowl. In- 
terior upholstery is of taupe Chase 
Velmo, while the rumble seat, self- 
balanced so as to open easily by 
slight finger pressure, is finished in 
dark gray leather. The standard 
price for this model is $1,975, a slight 
extra charge being added for wire 
wheel equipment. 


2-Wheel Brakes 
Now Thing of Past 


New York, Jan. 9.—Aside from 
any other consideration, the cur- 
rent showing of American motor 
cars at the New York show 
is epochal for the reason that 
it marks almost universal adop- 
tion of four-wheel braking systems 
as standard equipment. And in 
the passing of the old-style, two- 
wheel brakes, there is fulfilled a 
prophecy made five years ago by 
Vincent Bendix, famed as the 
inventor of the Bendix drive and 
later for his Bendix brakes. 


When Mr. Bendix turned his at- 
tention to the automotive braking 
field, he made the statement that 
“the next few years will be safety 
years in automobile building,” and 
that “five years hence most of the 
cars on the streets and highways 
will have four-wheel brakes.” 

“My statement at that time,” said 
Mr. Bendix recently, “can scarcely 
be called a forecast. I was merely 
giving expression to an apparently 
certain fact. 

“It was logical to expect that, with 
the constantly increasing number of 
cars, the higher speeds and the 
tangling of traffic conditions, more 
attention would have to be paid to 
safety, which then was subordinated 
to other phases of construction. I 
realized that automobile builders 
would have to more adequately pro- 
tect human life—the people afoot 
as well as those in the cars. 

“To me the solution seemed sim- 
ple enough; it was just a case of 
better and safer stopping of cars. 
After several years of exhaustive 
Study and experimentation, I was 
satisfied that in mechanical four- 
wheel brakes lay the best remedy.”

Comfort of Cars Now of Foremost 
Interest to All, Says Henderson 


BOYNTON 


EW YORK, Jan 9.—This year’s Automobile Show is 

overwhelming proof that the industry has arrived at 
the point where cars now must be sold primarily on appear- 
ance and body comfort, rather than on chassis features, 
according to H. J. C. Henderson, manager of sales and 
advertising of the Fisher Body Corporation. 





“The fact of the matter is,” said¢ 
Mr. Henderson, “that the public 
has, in the case of many cars, come 
to -accept the goodness of the 
chassis, without serious question; 
but the chassis, no matter how 
fine, cannot offset lack of good 
taste and beauty in the body of the 
car. 


“This year’s Automobile Show 
presents the greatest array of 
beauty in motor cars that the 
world has ever seen, for the sim- 
ple but pewerful reason that the 
public demands a higher stand- 
ard of motor car beauty today 
than ever before. We are living 
in an age of greater beauty, of 
greater harmony of color and 
line, in clothes, in architecture, in 
the theater, in all our surround- 
ings, and it is only to be expected 
that greater beauty should also 
influence the motor car, which is 
so indicative of social status. 

“In the early days, if it could 
be shown that the car would ac- 
tually travel from one point to 
another, it could be sold. The en- 
tire selling emphasis then, and 
until recent years, was upon me- 
chanical dependability and—later 
—upon performance. 


“Changes in this point of view 
came slowly. Most of the new ap- 
peals introduced into the picture 
had to do with improvements and 
refinements of mechanical opera- 
tion. Demountable rims, the self- 
starter, electric lights, balloon tires 
and almost endless additions to the 
convenience of the driver were in- 
troduced by the engineers. Speed 
and economy were strong talking 
points. Cars were developed that 
would do sixty miles an hour and 
operate on a gasoline consumption 
that gave twenty or twenty-five 
miles to the gallon of fuel. Oil 
changes used to be necessary every 
500 miles; now the lubrication sys- 
tem has been developed and im- 
proved so that changes are required 
only three or four times a year. 

“While these important advances 
in engineering were being made, the 
automobile remained something that 
was far from a thing of beauty. A 
glance at any photograph of the 
old-timers will show that little, if 
any, attention was paid to external 
appearance. Attention was concen- 
trated on the power plant and on 
the strength and safety of the car 
as a whole. The old bodies were 
something to sit in while the car 
was being driven, rather than the 
luxuriously appointed, beautiful au- 
tomobiles in which we now travel 
in safety and comfort. 

“Times have changed. Today a 
manufacturer might build a car 
that would develop 120 miles an 
hour and represent the last word 
in mechanical development and 
economy of operation which would 
certainly be a flat sales failure if it 
did not have the present chief re- 
quirements of appearance, com- 
fort and utility. 


“Engineers have brought the de- 
velopment of power plant and chassis 
to such a point that the public ac- 
cepts them as established and re- 
liable. It is now the appearance and 
the comfort of the car upon which 
the prospect must be satisfied. 

“In many ways present conditions 
in the automobile industry parallel 
those of the times. Cities have 
grown, population centers have 
changed and standards of living 
have altered. The leading citizen 
used to have his home not far from 
the center of the town. Now he lives 
on an- estate in the country, where 
beauty surrounds him. Standards 
of culture and refinement have been 
raised everywhere. The comfort and 
beauty of country life are available. 

“The modern American expects a 
corresponding change in his motor 
car. Under present conditions, 
more of his waking hours are spent 
in his car than in his home. So- 
ciety leaders spend large sums on 
their homes and their appoint- 
ments. Women lavish attention on 
the design, decorations and furni- 
ture of their drawing rooms. Yet 
they, too, spend much of their 





time in their motor cars. It is 





natural that they should expect 


their cars to reflect their individ- 
uality and their good taste just as 
fully as it is reflected in their 
homes and grounds. 

“In the present state of de- 
velopment, the motor car is the 
greatest expression of American 
life today. Beauty, comfort and 
utility are combined in it, and its 
appearance is now of the highest 
consideration. The public will al- 
ways expect and must always re- 
ceive satisfactory performance. 
But the greatest emphasis is now 
being laid on appearance. This is 
found even in the small, but es- 
sential, details like hardware and 
fitments, where the ‘period influ- 
-ence’ in bodies developed by the. 
Fisher Body Corporation prevails 
even to a greater extent than 
ever, as in the homes of people of 
culture and refinement.”

Washington, Jan, 9.—As re- 
ported in Automotive Daily News 
last Thursday, combined exports 
of automotive products from the 
United States for 1927 may ex- 
ceed a valuation of $400,000,0¢9, as 
compared with $337,500,000 in 1928, 
according to the automotive divi- 
sion of the Department of Com- 
merce, which bases its estimate on 
exports amounting to $377,458,512 
for the first eleven months of 1921,

in domestic production, attributed to 
the regular inventory period and the 
reduced domestic demand, it was 
pointed out that the value of Novem- 
| ber automotive shipments amounted 
| to $31,197,629, a gain of 12 per | cent

| Truck exports during November 


|numbered 10,009 units and repre-

Passenger car exports during 


November numbered 21,396, or 19 
per cent, of the total month's pro- 
duction. Combined passenger car

LEVELAND, Jan. 9.—The American motor-car indus- 
try may count on a deferred demand of at least 500,000 


cars with the coming of the new year. 
This total is over and above the¢— 


normal demand for the new year, 
and the result of backed up orders 
which have waited to be placed 
while the new Ford car was being 
prepared and presented to the pub- 
lic. It is just another indication of 
the tremendous buying power which 
will be felt once 1928 automobile 
buying begins. 

For the last quarter of 1927 not 
over half of the computed normal 
production has been manufac- 
tured. That means that only half 
the number of cars necessary for 
the normal demands of the coun- 
try during that period have been 
‘produced. 

That means, then, that the de- 
ferred buying demand actually now 
in existence is in excess of half a 
million cars. It means that there 
are 500,000 or more American people 


who are ready to buy and who would | 


ordinarily have bought before this. 
They, too, are in addition to the 
regular 1928 buying group. 

This total will not be cut down 
in January, so the indications are 
that the automotive industry is 
entering the new year with the 
greatest accumulated sum total of 
deferred demand since 1919. 

Although the deferred demand 
now is greater mathematically than 
was the case in 1919, the situations 
are similar and the causes underly- 
ing both are much alike. 

For these reasons I am confident 
that the year before us is to be the 
best year from both manufacturing 
and sales standpoints in the history 
of the industry. 


I think that production will 
reach 4,750,000, a figure midway 
between the prediction of J. 
3. Raskob, chairman of the finance 
committee of General Motors, 
whose prediction of 5,000,000 pro- 
duction I consider too optimistic, 
and the highest production yet re- 
corded, 4,500,000.

New York, Jan. 9.—Particular 
interest attaches to the exhibit at 
the National Automobile Show of 
the Chandler-Cleveland Motors 
Corporation, on the main fildor, 
due to the fact that this manu- 
facturer has just made the West- 
inghouse automotive brake stand- 
ard equipment on its product, as 
reported and described in yester- 
day’s issue of Automotive Daily 
News. 

A Westinghouse device, with the 
housing cut away to show plainly 
the principle of its functioning, is 
on view at the Chandler-Cleveland 
show space, and is attracting con- 
siderable attention, as visitors of the 
exhibition receive information how 
the application of needful pedal 
pressure is considerably reduced by 
the interpolation of the Westing- 
house unit between pedal and brake 
linkage. 

The more prominent factors in 
the display, however, are the new 
cars. The Chandler Special Six, 
Big Six and Royal Eight are con- 
tinued practically unchanged me- 
chanically except for the new 
brake feature, and at prices rang- 
ing from $995-to $2,195. 

The Special Six Sportster, Big Six 
Metropolitan Sedan and Royal Eight 
are characteristic of the effective 
body work used by Chandler for 
1928. The sportster is, in effect, a 
sport touring car listing at $1,165, 
with double cowl and rear wind- 
shield.
